THIRD CHINA WAR. 
(FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) iM 
Hone Kone, June 22, 1860. 
Dorie the fortnight that has elapsed since my last com- 
munication to you the subject which has engrossed the largest 
share of public attention has been the non-arrival of the steamer 
with the mails from England of the 20th and 26th of April: 
along with which, by telegraph from Aden, it was known that 
Lord Elgin and Baron Gros were on their way to China All 
doubt, however, about the fate of the missing steamer was re- 
moved yesterday morning by the arrival of the Pekin, bringing 
the mails of 4th and 10th May, and the passengers by the ill- 
fated Malabar, wrecked in Galle harbour ; Lord Eigin and Baron 
Cros were amongst the passengers, and the fact was speedily 
announced by two salutes of 19 guns each, which were fired from 
the flag-ship of Admiral Le Page, commanding the French flect 
in China. There was no English man of war, with complement 
of guns warranting her to salute, at the time lying in the har- 
bour, Sir Robert McClure having sent the Hst round to aid in 
saving stores from the wreck of the Assistance. In the mean- 
time Sir Robert is discharging the duties of senior naval officer 
on board the receiving and military hospital ship Princess 
Charlotte ; in former days the flag-ship of Sir Robert Stopford at 
the storming of Acre, now destined to spend the evening of her 
days in peaceful retirement in the waters of Hong Kong ; she is 
also remarkable as the first and only three-decker that has ever 
rounded the Cape of Good Hope. Her two lower decks are 
given up to the military authorities as hospital accommodation ; 
the remainder of the vessel is occupied in one way or other by 
stores and officers belonging to the Royal Navy. The Hercules 
is another line-of-battle ship at present employed in Hong Kong 
harbour as an hospital. 
Immediately on Lord Elgin’s arrival being communicated to 
the authorities, the following appeared in orders :— 


GARRISON MORNING ORDER. 
Hona Koya, 21st June, 1860. 
The mail steamer having arrived this morning with H.B. 
Majesty's Plenipotentiary for China, the Right Honourable the 
Earl of Elgin and Kincardine, the following disposition of the 





troops will be made on his landing :— 
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A Guard of Honour of 100 men, under a captain, with a due 
proportion of officers and non-commissioned officers, will be 
farnished by the Provisional Battalion, and will take post at 
Government House. 

The Grenadier Company (21st Regiment Madras Native In- 
fantry), with band and regimental colours, will form a guard 
of honour at the Parade Wharf—night resting near the sca, 

The remainder of the 21st Madras Native Infantry will form 
astreet on the road from the left of the Grenadicr Company 
towards Government House. 

The Royal Artillery will be prepared to fire two salutes of 
nineteen guns on the Plenipotentiary landing, in honour of the 
Ambassadors of England and France respectively, by banneroles 
to bo in readiness, 

The troops will parade in full dress, and will be held in 
readiness to march down at the hour which will be communi- 
cated to them hereafter. 

The parade, as directed in this order, took place about noon, 
and before the arrangements were well completed his lordship 
landed and procecded direct to Government House, where he 
now resides, The steamer Feroz, of the Indian navy, is lying 
in the harbour, ready to convey his lordship and suite to 
Shanghai, and thence to the scene of active operations. Mr. 
Boulby (the Special Correspondent of the Tinies) proceeds to 
the North in the Feroze—according to the present arrangements 
she is to sail to-morrow afternoon, at four o'clock. 

The whole of the expeditionary force, with the exception of 
the Aclbourne hospital ship, somo store, horse, and cavalry 
transports, have left Hong Kong for the rendezvous in Talaen- 
wan Bay, in the Gulf of Petchecli. Friday, the 8th inst. was 
a day of great activity in the harbour, columns of smoke rising 
in every dircction, and at brief intervals steamers were seen 
Jeaving the anchorage for the north, generally with two tran- 
sports aud a gun-boat in tow, Amongst the vessels which left 
that day were—H. M. ships Fury, with the artillery transports 
Rajah of Evcline and Euxine, in tow. The dauritius (hospital 
steam ship), with the artillery transports British Flag and 
Taleika in tow; also the Banterer, gan-boat. The Sir William 
Peel, hospital steamer, also sailed the same day for Saiwan Bay, 
onJthe south, side of the island, to take in tow two cavalry 
transports and a gun-boat. On the afternoon of the 7th the 
Trimowutaris, transport, arrived from Madras with 63 men and 
horses of the King’s Dragoon Guards, accompanied by 106 
followers (natives). The troopers were divested of all their gay 
trappings,and were dressed in American drill (Karkce clothing), 
with wicker-work helmets covered with wadded. calico, and a 
puggery (roll of light calico) round it. They were all armed 
with breach-loading carabines, and seemed a body of men that 
would do formidable mischief ‘should the Tartar horse afford 
them an opportunity of crossing swords, 

In all 29 transports sailed on the Sth June for Talien-wan 
Bay. On the 9th the transport Winifred, with 550 of the 
Chinese coolie corps, under the supervision of 140 men of the 
2nd and 44th regiments, sailed for the north, The following 
officers accompanied the detachment :—Major Preston, 44th 
regiment ; Captain Chalmers, 2nd Royals; Licut, Parry, Chi- 
nese Coolie Corps; and Assistant-Surgeon Curson, 2nd Royals. 
The sume day Adimiral Hope left for the north in the Jn- 
Jfexible steamer, and on the 10th Sir Hope Grant and staff, 
including the heads of the medical and commissariat depart- 
ments, sailed for Shanghai en rowe to the final rendezvous. On 
the 9th Sir Robert M:Clure assumed the duties of senior naval 
officer in Southern China, and on the 12th the Chesapeake, the 
flag ship of Admiral Hope, sailed for the north, leaving the 
Eek and some gunboats, the only vessels of war in harbour, the 
latter being left, owing to troubles being expected from pirates 
in the Canton river and islands in the neighbourhood. Fifteen 
gunboats now remain in South China waters. The garrison of 
Canton has been lately strengthened by the arrival of upwards 
of 1,000 French marines, making with marine artillery and 
mounted police over 1,500 men in Canton. On the 16th inst, 
the Regiment of Loodianah embarked from Cowloon in the 
steamer Senodia, and sailing transport Zskandershaw. The Cow- 
loon Leninsulu, which is hired from the Chinese Government at 
a yearly rental of 500 tacls of silver, equal to about £170 
sterling, is uow garrisoned by 150 men of the 21st Madras 
Native Infantry, and operations have already comnieneed for the 
construction of permanent huts for a European force, on the 
completion of which a portion of the Provisional Battalion will 
be detached there from [Hong Kong, Though at present her 
Majesty's forces are the tenants of the Chinese Government, it 














is generally supposed that the permanent cession of the Cozloon 
Peninsula will be one of the stipulations of the new treaty. I6 
is a much healthier locality for the troops during the hot scason 
than the town of Victoria, owing to its being exposed to the 
full influence of the south-west monsoon, while the latter is 
completely sheltered from it by the lofty amphitheatre of hills 
at its immediate back. 

In my uext I hope to be able to furnish you with some de- 
tails, from the scene of active operations in the north, culled 
from personal observation. 





JAPAN, 

Dates from Yedo and Nagasaki to the end of May have been 
received at Shanghai, but nothing in the shape of news has 
Ween published, From a correspondent we hear that business. 
was improving, and the Government and people more quiet. 


CHINA, 
SHANGHAL 

The London mails of 26th of April (wrecked at Galle), were 
anxiously.looked for, ; 

Sir Hope Grant and Admiral Hope arrived here on the 16th 
of June, and were to leave for the Gulf of Pechalee on the 
18th. 

Nearly all the Allied forces, naval and military, have pro- 
ceeded northwards from Chusan, and several French men-of- 
war have left this port with the same destination, there are 
thirteen still remaining here, and five British. Only three of 
1L.M.’s ships and three companies of the 99th were at Chusan 
ongthe 11th, with two French ships. 

TAKING OF SOOCHOW BY THE REBELS. 

The North China Herald reports this event :— 

The reports received since last mail place beyond doubt the 
fall of Soochow. Rebel reinforcements, advancing, apparently 
in no great number, from the south, had raised the siege of 
Nanking towards the end of May. The Imperialist soldiery or 
militia, who, it is alleged, had been unpaid for some months, 
flung away their arms and retreated in disorder upon various 
cities along the canal in their rear; these they sacked. The 
authorities, dismayed, it is supposed, at the collisions between 
these deserters and the people whom they were pillaging, fled. 
At Soochow the struggle was most serious, and ended in the 
murder of the Governor of the province, as well as several othersof 
official rank, and in the destruction of the wealthy suburbs 
of that city, with untold loss of life and property, the city itself 
was believed to be in the hands of these marauders, no longer: 
amenable to the control of any one, on the Ist June, and to 
have been occupied by rebels from Nanking on the 3rd inst. 
The Governor-General Ho Kwei-tsing has taken refuge, with 
other high officials, at Shanghai. He has been in communicae 
tion with the ministers of tho treaty powers. It is reported 
that he entreated the British and French to send a force to 
retake Soockow and hold it for the Imperial: Government, en- 
gaging, on his part, to urge the Emperor to accede to all our 
demands, 5 

The case of Kinkce versus Beale is to be reported in the 
North China Herald for next mail. 

NINGPO. 

A correspondent, dating 25th May, writes :-— 

This place is perfectly quiet, though the natives are welk 
aware that the allied forces are at this moment proceeding 
north for the purpose of compelling by force of arms, if need: 
be, the ratification and exchange of tho treatics. 

Those who fled from the city, in consequence of the terror 
inspired by the taking of Hangchon by the rebels, have for the 
most part retuned. The rebels seem to have had no object in 
view but plunder. After having slaughtered many thousands, 
“ several tens of thousands,” the Chinese say ; causing multi- 
tudes of others to commit suicide ; taking all the money and 
valuable property they could find ; burning a large part of the 
city ; and destroying temples and idols, the rabble hast de- 
parted with their booty, leaving behind them the threat to soon 
return again, This threat still keeps the city in suspense, and 
multitudes who had fied on the approach of the rebels, dare 
not return and resume their business. 

The taking of Chusan by the English and French created & 
little excitement at Ningpo at one time, though it was nothing 
compared with that produced by the irruption of the rebels 
into the province. 

Pirates are still numerous on the coast, A lorcha, owned by 
an American at Ningpo, which was engaged in conveying, was 
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recently taken by pirates, and all on board, including three or 
four foreigners were put to death. The small opium vessels 
plying between Shanghai and Ningpo, have been attacked two 
or three times recently. One was attacked about two o'clock at 
night by two pirate boats, which had on board several passen- 
gers, including my wife. They were, however, happily driven 
off. ‘ 
FO0-CHOW-FO0. 

There are rumours of rebels in the neighbourhood, and that 
the Governor of the Province has asked to be relieved. The 
business in imports and exports on foreign account has not 
been interrupted, nor is any real alarm felt by the residents. 


amor] 

Business at this port continues uninterrupted, and provided 
the Allies are successful at the Pehio, there will be no change 
in our relations with the Chinese at this place. 

On the 28th of May, about noon, a firework manufactory 
blew up, killing seven persons, women and children, The fire 
communicated with some other houses, and about sixty were 
destroyed before it was got under. The fire-engines belonging 
to the foreign residents, and two good ones belonging to enter- 
prising Chinese, did good service, as did also some men from 
the merchant vessels, Europeans and natives, headed by their 
respective captains. Some of the foreign community also worked 
hard, and assisted mainly to extinguish the fire. 

Rumours of rebels being in the vicinity of this were current 
some little time ago, but we have latterly heard less of them ; 
and if there was any truth in the report that they were a short 
time back in or near the Ankoi tea districts, they have pro- 
bably gone south. 

SWATOW, 

The British Consul for this port, Mr. G. W. Caine, has been 
ordcred to open the Consulate. This step has been taken in 
order to check the continued atrocities connected with the 
coolie trade. 

HONG KONG. 

The London mails of the 10th May and tho saved portion of 
of the 26th April—the latter wrecked at Galle—arrived here 
on the 21st June, with Lord Elgin and Baron Gros, who pro- 
ceed at once to Shanghai. 

The case of Caldwell versvs Murrow has had a preliminary 
ventilation, but is postponed until next sessions, Mr. Murrow 
was obliged to defend himself, not being able to secure the 
services of a barrister, and it is intimated that two good bar- 
risters would find good employment in Hong Kong. 

The screw steamer Fungui, to be called the Fei Soong, or 
Flying Dragon, arrived on the 10th of June from Glasgow, vid 
Singapore, without any accident to spars or machinery, and 
is described as a most able craft. 

The China Chronicle, under the editorship of Mr. M. Mao- 
Leod, has ceased, and the Hong Kong Register has been revived 
by its proprietor, Mr. R, Strachan. 

Mr. Tarrant, the editor of the Friend of China, remains in 
jail. Security for the amount of costs is still refused, and it is 
belicved that Mr. Tarrant waits the result of his appeal to the 
Queen in Council. The indignities which he has to submit to 
can be learned from the following letter addressed to the Chief 
Justice :— 

“The colonial surgeon has recommended that. I have more facility for 
open air exercise, but his recommendations are unheejed.

It is said that Dr. Bridges informed Mr, Tarrant’s attorney that 
he would forego his costs if he would leave the colony, to which 
Mr. Tarrant replicd that he would pay the costs and drop the 
appeal if Dr. Bridges would leave. 


CANTON. 

The Register says :—From Canton we have dates to 22nd 
June. Everything is quict, but in uneasy suspense. The rebel 
movement has exhibited one of its fitful awakenings, resulting 
in the total defcat of the Imperialist forces, and the usual 
two days’ panic occasioned by the expectation of a decided 
advance towards Cauton. But, as has ever been the case, 
success in one direction is followed by long and purposeless 
inaction, so that the rebellion in the south can neither be said 
to advance nor recede, 

The work upon the new foreign factory site, for a time im- 





peded by the ingress of watcr into the canal (the coffer dam 
a} the head having given way), is now actively resumed, and 
already the magnitude of the design is manifest. It will form 
one of the most airy, complete, and beautiful localities in the 
East, while the arrangements for protection against violence or 
fire are perfect. Few of the houses destroyed in the last bom- 
bardment have as yet beon rebuilt, and wide areas of ruins 
are everywhere visible. The coolie emigration houses are all 
closed. At Whampoa there is little or nothing doing, except 
in the numerous dock-yards, all of which find employment. 


PHILIPPINES, 
MANILA, 

Threo vessels have arrived from England with gun-boats. 

There is very little news to give you from hence. There has 
been a good deal of sickness here, and several sudden deaths, 
The state of the weather here indicates that there must have 
been a terrible blow somewhere, perhaps one of those periodi- 
cal gales, to the northward. 

The best part of the picturesque, rich, and populous town of 
Passig here has been burnt down not only ; huts, but fine 
stone edifices, well furnished withal, have been utterly destroyed. 
The value of the property lost must be considerable. 


COCHIN CHINA. 
SAIGON. 

No further intelligence has been reccived from this place, in 
confirmation or otherwise of the report which appeared in our 
last. The necessity of appointing a British Consul there has 
been suggested. 





BORNEO. 

From Sarawak we learn that Sheriff Mustapha, who was the 
leader of the last attempts on the lives of Europeans there, has 
gone into the Kayan country. Captain Brooke had decided on 
securing the head of this disturber of the peace, and as the 
Dyaks are at present in a friendly mood, it is expected that this 
will soon be effected. 

The accounts from Banjermassing, which are to the 12th 
May, do not show much ‘progress in putting down the insurrec- 
tion. Several encounters had taken place between detachments 
of troops sent out in different directions and parties of the 
enemy, which generally ended in the latter being put to flight, 
but the detachments in most instances ultimately fell back upon 
their entrenched posts, being too numerically weak to occupy 
the ground gained. 

From Labuan there is nothing of intcrest to notice. A 
report had been circulated in Bruni that the Europeans intended 
to invado the country. Mr. Low, the Governor of Labuan, had 
gone to Bruni for the purpose of contradicting this report. 


JAVA, 

The merchants of Sourabaya have decided to erect a first- 
class floating dock at that port. On the completion of this 
undertaking, Sourabaya will offer greater facilities for the re- 
pairing of sailing vessels and refitting of steamers than any 
port in the East. 

In addition to the larze foundries and engineering establishments belong- 
ing to the Dutch Government, at which work for private parties may be 
done by permission of the authorities, there is a private foundry and en- 
gineering establishment, provided with first-rate tools and machines, This 
establishment has been in existence upwards of twenty years, and now 
employs several hundred workmen, Re-boring of cylinders and similar 
heavy repairs of steam machinery can be done as well as in Enrope. 
Within the last few months the cylinders of the Koningen der Nederlanden 
have been re-bored, and the steam engines entirely re-fitted. The steamer 
Ocnarang, formerly the Lady Mary Wood, belonging to the P. and O. 


“Company, has just been provided with new steam boilers, made entirely at 


Sourabaya. 

The new dock will be of sufficient size to admit not only the largest mer 
chant vessels, but also the largest war ateamers 1 kely to find their way to 
the east. It will be capable of taking in vessels of 300 feet long, and Jraw- 
ing 20 feet water. It will lift a ship or steamer of 2,500 tons, with all her 
cargo and machinery on board. The pumping machinery will be worked by 
two steam engines sufficiently powerful to admit of vessels being doc'ced, ex- 
amined, and undocked in the course of a few hours. Mr. R. W. Thomson, 
Civil Engineer, proceeding to Kngland, has been commissioned to 
contract for the dock in Europe. It will be constructed exclusively of iron. 
After being put together in Europe, it will be taken apart and shipped in 
pieces. It is estimated that it will be ready for use in October, 1861, and 
cost 800,000 rupees. 


MALACCA STRAITS, 
SINGAPORE. 
The London mails of the 26th of May arrived here on the 


29th June. 
The Dutch steamer Afucassar (carrying the 10th of May 
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mails, hence to Batavia), having put back leaky, her mails were 
forwarded by the steamer Shandon, hired for the purpose. 

The telegraph hence to Mintok was successfully repaired on 
the i9th of June, but on the following day a fresh rupture 
was found to have taken place between Mintok and Batavia. 

The preparation of the temporary barracks for the European 
troops is being pushed on as fast as possible, and as they seem 
to be made of a good height, we have no doubt they will be 
found comfortable enough during the present hot weather, 

Lord Elgin having very properly decided that the Sikh 
troops are to proceed on to China, they have ceased to supply 
guards to tho convict gaol and other places where they were 
lately doing duty. 

The following is an account of the Hooghly's movements on 
her last passage from this port to Pinang :-— 

On the 25th ultimo at eight o'clock, whilst proceeding towards Pinang, 
observed a small prahu pulling towards Pulo Brino, and accordingly steered 
for it; the Nakodah said he was from Batteo, but had no pass of any de- 
scription ; on search being made, the following arms were discovered :— 
1 spear, 6 new spear heads, 2 powder pouches, 1 large powder horn full of 
powder, 3 muskets, loaded; 2 blunderbusses, one being loated, 3 krisses, 
4 knives, 3 swords, and $14 in cash, with a small quantity of birds’ nests. 
They withdrew the charge from the blunderbuss, and found 5 tin bullets in 
it,—the Nakodah stated there were only three. The prahu started from 
Laddong, near Assalang, with seven men, but no cargo on board; the Na- 
Kodah said he first proceeded to Lingy River and from thence to Malacea ; 
he afterwards returned to Lingy in search of his son, who had left that place; 
after which he sailed along the coast, and was then en route to Pinang. He 
acknowle iged afterwards that his son was Jamedar A'lum, at Pinang. 

After the Hooyh/y’s arrival at Pinang, she was despatched to the Pirate 
River ; on the 23 d ultimo, she left Pulo Krah ; and having picked up the 
gun-b rat, she steamed for her destination, where she arrived on the morning 
of the 20th; they then towed the gun-boat up the river as far as she was 
able (about 40 miles), and returned the same day to the Dinding, where 
she cruized amongst the island xroups. 

‘The Ambassadors of Franco and England to China, Baron 
‘Gros and the Earl of Elgin, arrived by the Pekin, and proceeded 
on their voyage to Hong Kong on the 14th June, 

HAMLLN. Steamer Victoria left this on the 5th June, bound to 
Acheen, having on board Captain Burn, secretary and aide- 
de-camp to the honourable the Governor. We have not heard 
the precise object of Captain Burn’s mission. Captain Borra- 
daile will act as secretary, &, during Captain Burn’s absence. 

If Ihave not written lately, the reason is that I had only 
to chronicle the arrival of transports, with which you were 
already furnished by the local papers. The incidents connected 
with them consisted in the astonishment of the native popula- 
tion at the appearance of a vivandiere, and the readiness ex- 
pressed by our gallant allies to thrash any given number of the 
Chinese animals, such os crowd our streets. 

The French and English have departed, and the Russians 
have now appeared on the scene, and continental folks tell us 
that there is a largo force of them on the way. You should 
De better informed as to this than we can be; only, if it is 
true, it is significant. 

Just at present, we of the Straits Settlements are between 
two stools. The Colonial-office not having taken us over, 
the Bengal Government will do nothing; and where the one 
cau’t and the other won’t, we are in danger of all kinds of 
evil, both inward and external. 

Our fortifications are nearly finished, and, as I said before, 
guns, ammunition, and men are all that is required. We have 
had, however, an addition to our garrison, in the shape of a 
regiment of Punjaubees, who appear to be fine, good-natured, 
and dirty fellows, There is a talk of an European regiment 
being quartered here also, and the Engineers are busy preparirg 
quarters for them. A large piece of ground has been bought 
about 2} miles from town, for $25,000, and it is now being 

cleaved as fast as fire and axe can do it, and barracks are then 
to be run up for temporary use, pending the building of the 
more substantial and ornamental dwellings. 

The Punjaubces will eventually be located at about two miles 
to the northward of the town, so as to divide the force as much 
as possible. 

The news from Java is not of any importance. They are 
still fighting at Banjermassin, and are likely to have some 
trouble before the insurgents are finally disposed of. 

From Sarawak the accounts are satisfactory, and matters are 
progressing as well as can be desired. The Borneo Company 
were raising large quantities of antimony ore, which tended to 
inerense the revenue, and there is now some talk of obtaining 
gambas and pepper planted from this, in order to try that cul- 
tivation in that part of Borneo, Had this been done a long 
time since, or when the company first started, it would have 
proved very profitable to it,

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 

The mails from China delivered this morning bring us ad- 
vices from Shanghai to the 16th June, Hong Kong 2rd, and 
Singapore 3rd July. : 

In consequence of the rebellion and preparations for war, 
business at all ports in China was very much restricted. 





EXPORTS. 


Tza—We have to confirm our last remarks as to the new 
crop finding its way to the various ports. At Foo-chow the 
opening of the market was announced’; prices since then havo 
fallen two taels for some descriptions, The settlements of new 
Congous since the market opened are reported as under :— 
40,000 chests and 13,3000 half ditto at 11 to 12 taels for 
dusty and common, 15 to 20 taels for common to mixed leaf, 
20 to 234 taels for middling to flavoury, 224 to 26 taels for 
Souchong kinds, 24 to 27 taels for second class Kysow, and 29 to 
33} tacls for first-class do. In addition to these there have been 
20,000 chests contract teas, and 2,000 to 3,000 chests shipped. 
on Chinese account. The total quantity arrived is from 90,000 to 
100,000 pekgs, whereof one-third are upon the market unsold, 
Three clippers have been despatched for London with new 
teas, two more are loading. To the United States the Bene- 
factor, loading on owner's account, is the only vessel on. Amoy : 
the total arrivals of new tea up to date were, 14,100 half- 
chests Orange Pekoe, for which $17 were asked; 4,000 half- 
chests Congous, $18 to $20; and 2,400 half-chests Oolongs, 
$25 to $28; total, 20,500 half-chests, of which 9,000 were 
contract teas, aud mostly inferior, The Oolongs were said to be 
badly manufactured, but fully better tea- than last year. Con- 
gous were fair in quality. No ships for tea were on the berth 
but some shipments had been made to Fuchau. Canton: the 
new Oonams and Oopaks are expected in about a couple of 
weeks, The Tayshan Congous prove inferior in leaf to last 
season’s yield, but quite equal in liquor. The following are 
the settlements reported; 1 chop old Oopack, at 32} taels; 
8,000 half-chop Tayshan Congous, 10} to 22 for old, and 24 to 
27} new. Scented teas: 14,000 boxes Orange Pekoe, 24 
to 40 taecls; 24,000 boxes Caper 15 to 30 taels. The 
Southern Cross and Grifin have both proceeded to Macao 
to fill up for London, their cargoes consisted chiefly of Tayshan, 
Congous and scented teas. Shanghai.—Black : The settlements 
of the fortnight are reported at 300 chests flowery pekoe at 
30 tacls, 600 chests Ningchow Congou at 24 taels, and 400 
chests very common ditto at 14 taels, the whole being Shanghai 
packed. These settlements appear to have swept the market. 
Regarding the new congous, however, there was more proba- 
bility of their coming to hand than was generally supposed 
before the late Imperial disasters disorganised the government 
of the province; for it seems that one chop of Hoochow leaf 
had been settled by muster, price kept secret. As matters now 
stand all communication with the interior is destroyed, and it 
is of course simple guess-work to prognosticate when they will 
be restored. Greens: The transactions of the fortnight are 
restricted to 300 packages, the stock unsold being 2,500 pack- 
ages China, and 7,000 Japan. There being no market it is 
useless giving quotations. 


Raw SILK.—Shanghai.—The scttlements of the fortnight 
have been about 500 bales, mostly Japan silk, making the total 
settlements for the season 66,500 bales, or 15,000 bales less 
than at corresponding period last season. Some musters of the 
new crop were exposed, and no doubt a few hundred bales will 
be shipped off next mail. The yield is good, but the transit 
dues and expense of carriage will be excessive, and will natu- 
rally check supplies. How far the anarchy prevailing will cause 
the destruction of the articlo, or stop its culture, is entirely a 
matter of conjecture. Cocoons have been hurried down to 
Shanghai in quantity, where they are being reeled under the 
superintendence of foreigners. If any contracts have been 
made for new silk they have been kept very secret. The 
transactions of the fortnight havo been at such irregular rates, 
owing to the panic, that quotations cannot be given. The pro- 
bability is that the silk men will obtain their own terms as the 
new silk arrives. Canton.—There is some excitement in the 
market, Contracts were made for first crop silk for shipment 
to London, which there is some difficulty in obtaining delivery 
of. The second crop is now coming to markct, the yield of 
which is said to be large, but the quality is inferior. Settle- 
ments since last mail are reported at 300 piculs for the London 
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market, namely, Cumchook, No. 1, $400, rereeled $420 to 
$425. Loonkong, $440 to $445. Cowkong, $395 to $400. 

Droes, &.—The Albatross and Falcon are loading drugs 
for London; there is no vessel announced for the Con- 
tinent; the Prinz Megent has sailed for that quarter. 
Canton: Cassia Lignea, no sales are reported; the rate 
quoted is $18 to 31850; the stock being reduced to 
500 piculs. Cassia Buds: $36 to $37; no sale. Cassia Oil, 
$325 to $353 ; no sales. Star Anniseed appears to be all directed 
to Macao, where it falls into one hand, At Canton it is scarce, 
and wanted at $18 to $18.50 per picul. Anise Oil, no stock, 
no sales. (At Macao the article can be had at $180 per picul.) 
Rhubarb, 100 piculs indifferent quality is on themarket, for which 
about $40 per picul is asked, Matting: large contracts have 
been made for the United States. The quotations are—white, 
11 cents. 12} cents. and 15 to 16 cents. ; red check, 124 
cents. 15 cents, and 17} cents.; for best quality, four, five, 
and six quarter respectively. Vermillion, $40 per box. Fire 
Crackers : contracts have been made to the extent of 100,000 
boxes, at 80 to 85 cents, per box. At Shanghai—Wool: No 
sales reported, 400 piculs are on the market, at eight taels 
five mace, short price. Rhubarb can be had at 40 taels forthe best. 

At Mantua: the Julian de Unzueta, from Liverpool, and the 
Primera de Santander and Hattlde, from the same port, have 
arrived. The feina del Oceana also, via Batavia. There is 
very little alteration to note in prices of produce, which are 
likely to be maintained higher than anticipated in consequence 

ef a decline in freights counter-balancing the advance in 
exchange. Dealers refuse to sell current clayed sugar under 
$5°50 per picul, and even at that price do not seem de 
sirous to press sales, which have been made to a very mo- 
derate extent, shippers generally offering lower rates. 

Sincarore.—The market for European imports generally has 
been quiet during the past fortnight ; but considerable clear- 
ances have been made in grey manufactured goods, and mostly at 
rates previously ruling. The continued absence of supplies of 
exports suitable for Europe and the United States has restricted 
operations, and tended to sustain the high rates prevailing. 

52 IMPORTS. 

The state,of the markets is generally unsatisfactory. The 
Shanghai market for imports is totally destroyed, and very 
heavy stocks are held by importers. Quotations for that 
market are out of the question. At the other ports very 
little business has been done, and stocks generally are heavy. 
The deliveries or sales of the fortnight are given for each port 
separately.

Tre Hong Kong Government Gazette of 2nd June last far- 
nishes “returns showing the shipping and emigration at the 
port of Victoria, Hong Kong, during the year 1859, and 
such portion of its trade as could, in the absence of a Custom- 
house, be officially ascertained.” 

The result is that 1,158 vessels, viz, 918 with cargocs, aud 
240 in ballast, entered during 1859. Of these 66 were from 
Great Britain, and 10 from other parts of Europe, all with car~ 
goes ; 183 from the East Indics and Straits Settlements, and 56 
from Australia ; 42 from the United States, including California ; 
11 from South America ; 69 all with cargoes from Siam; 38 
with cargoes, and 2 in ballast from Manila ; 21 from Japan, the 
same numbers from Java and other islands in the Indina 
Archipelago ; one ship in ballast from the. West Indies, ané 634, 
of which 166 were in ballast, from the coast of Chins mcluding

Macao, but exclusive of stcamers running to »4 from Canton, 
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lorchas and junks from various ports of China. As to the 
nationalities of these vessels, we find them to have becn, 560 
British, 17 American, 161 German, viz. 9 Prussian, 26 Bremen, 
101 Hambro, 11 Oldenburg, 8 Mecklenburg, and 6 Hanoverian, 
51 French, 34 Dutch, 20 Spanish, 3 Russian, 20 Portuguese, 56 
Danish, 2 Sardinian, 4 Belgian, 3 Peruvian, 6 Chilian, 4 New 
Granadians, 43 Siamese, 3 Swedish, and 1 Brazilian. The total 
number of vessels that have anchored at the ports of Hong 
Kong in 1859 was 1,583, of 791,270 tons capacity, with cargoes, 
and 596 of 373,370 tons in ballast, or altogether 2,179 vessels 
of 1,164,640 tons, exclusive of ships of war and vessels belong- 
ing to the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Company ; for what 
reasons the vessels belonging to that company have been 
omitted we are unable to discover. 

The next returns are not what they profess to be, viz, 
imports of opium and treasure ; exports of raw silk and trea- 
sure ; exports of opium and treasure to Shanghai; exports of 
silk and treasure from Shanghai for the year 1859. 

These returns should have becn headed, imports and exports 
of opium and treasure by the steamers of the P. and 0. Steam 
Navigation Company, which, in fact, they only are. According 
to this it appears that these steamers brought 27,580 
chests of Malwa opium, and $18,683,532 in specie to Hong 
Kong, taking therefrom to Europe 50,184 bales of silk, and 
1,725 for Bombay, and $9,099,898, making $27,733,430 in 
specie carricd on freight by the line from Hong Kong to 
this side, whilst on the line from Hong Kong to Shanghai the 

+ steamers of that Company carried 16,001 chests of opium, and 
$10,559,097, bringing in return to that colony 47,742 bales of 
silk, and in specie $3,605,714, making a total of $14,064,811 
on freight to and from Hong Kong and Shanghai, or on both 
lines, $41,798,241, on which the Compagni received freight. 

The last return is a list of emigrant ships cleared out of 
Hong Kong, being in all 35, viz. 9 British, 24 American, 
1 Bremen, and 1 Danish,—together of 36,850 tons burthen ; 
they carricd 10,168 adults, of which 567 were females, and 49 
male and female children, Of these §742 male, and 56 female 
adults, with 23 children of both sexes, were for Demerara ; 
for San Francisco 3,543 male, and 511 female adults, with 26 
children, the rest. being 5,316, all male passengers for the Aus+ 
tralian gold-mincs, The emigrants to California and Australia 
are free emigrants ; those for Demerara are contract labourers, 
generally called coolics, On a future occasion we shall have an 
opportunity on a review of other statistics relating to Hong 
Kong to revert to this subject. 





THE THIRD CHINA WAR. 
(COMMUNICATED TO THE LONDON AND CHINA TELFGRAPH.) 

From a communication in your paper of the 14th ult., I learn 
that Mr, Bruce hints that the indemnity to be enforecd from the 
Chinese Government can by its functionarics be squeezed out 
of the pockets of the Chinese merchants—certaiuly a new 
diplomatic doctrine for a plenipotentiary whose mission is 
founded and defended only on the promotion and extension of 
trade. The debates on the Chinese vote have shown that the 
actual expenditure for the China war for the current ycar is 
nearer six than four millions, ergo the squeeze that the Chinese 
Government will be brought to to enforce may be ten and more 
millions; the French also have already been asking positively 
for an indemnity. The hint about the solvency of the Chinese 
commercial community may have originated in the French 
camp, but, even so, it is, after all, most probably due te a com- 
patriot of Rob Roy, as it is said that the chief French diplomat 
in China, next to Baron Gros, is Caledonian, 

That we cannot stop short of war unless such satisfaction is 
given as would satisfy us, if given by a Power of Europe, of that 
every oue is aware who is acquainted with the Eastern world. 
Tadmit also that now we must have it for the sake of our fellow 
citizens in that country ; the Chinese, when they cannot esteem 
and respect, must fear us. Ihave no doubt that with many, 
and particularly the Anglo Chinese community, a Franco- 
Chinese community, except that of the priests, docs not exist ; 
the war, and the demand for indemuity, will be, and is, popular. 
The war gives employment to many Europeans and their ships, 
also many a good opportunity of making large profits, Indem- 
nity is a favourite in China, and once tasted, ever remembered 
and longed for, able to cover a multitude of claims. Knowing, 
as we do, on authority of Lord Elgin, Mr. Bruce, and others, 
that the Chincse treasury is empty ; that the defensive measures 
taken by the Chinese Government is already a burden on the 
People, and that the demand for indemnity will chiefly fall, as 





indeed is suggested by the able promoter of commerce, on our 
customers, the Chinese merchants, further that rebellion, and 
other disturbances exist, and will be fostered by this war, em- 
barrassing the Imperial Government more and more, and doing 
material injury to a vast number of the population. We must 
fear that as advantageous the present war, and the prospect of 
indemnity will be to some, it will do great injury to the regular 
trade, which of late years has been so greatly increased, and 
that our manufgcturers and others will again complain and ex- 
plain, which complaints and explanations will finally result, as 
in 1847, in the appointment of a select committee producing— 
after a tedious delay, when the question has lost its public 
interest—a Blue-book of over 600 pages, evidence and appen- 
dices, prefaced by a report, which, read by few, issoon forgotten 
by its promoters and the public at large. 

Many rest satisfied with the idea that as the Chinese will 
finally have to pay the expenses for the war, the expenditure for 
its prosecution is but an advance, repayable in instalments, and 
therefore the taxpayers of this country will not, on this account, 
be out of pocket. Illusion! Suppose the war lasts some years, 
at an annual expense to us of six millions, the same to our 
allies, making in two years twenty-four millions sterling, does 
any man believe that we can squecze this sum out of the Chiucse, 
without injuring ourselves? We should be satisfied with a 
smaller indemnity, the rest of the expenses of course to be 
borne by the taxpayers of Great Britain for the support of the 
revenues derivable from our China trade. Whatever the amount 
is it will, as on former occasions, be paid at stated periods ; and, 
therefore, till the last farthing has been paid, some points or 
parts of the Empire will be held by the allied forces, and for 
some years to come we will have to pay for its occupation, as at 
present we are doing at Canton. 

We have brought our allies to these distant parts, and may, 
rest assured that they will not be in a great hurry to get away. 
France does not go to war solely for an idea, although some one 
once said so, This time we are beforehand made acquainted 
with the fact that the French Government are asking positively 
for an indemnity, at other times it is only at the conclusion of 
a war that the world learns what kind of indemnity it requires, 
At the opening of the French Chambers, on the 15th January, 
1858, the Emperor made the following speech, on which I shall 
comment in your next, if you can give me space. 

“ Our navy is occupied in its arsenals with those necessary change? which 
will enable it to maintain the honour of our flag on our every sea. In China 
it is acting in concert with the Eng'ish fleet to obtain redress for common 
grievances, and to avenge the blood of our missionaries who have b-en 
cruelly massacred.”

THE THIRD CHINA WAR. 

We cannot look upon it otherwise than as a melancholy fact 
that we are always in hot water with the Chinese, and viewing 
the question calmly and dispassionately, we can come to no 
other conclusion than that there must be faults on both sides to 
account for the constaut bickerings and disputes which have 
resulted, from time to time, in appeals to warfare. It cannot 
be advantageous to the English nation to be constantly quar- 
relling with a people with whom they carry on so large a trade, 
and therefore in prosecuting the present war it will be neces- 
sary for us to act with promptitude, and in healing up the 
breach to dictate such terms as we believe the Chinese will 
carry out, without interfering with those peculiar notions which 
they are known to possess, and which are held, more or less, by 
every nation upon carth, Taking into consideration that we 
are the most civilised nation in the world, we must not suppose 
that another nation, imbued with all the prejudices and pecu- 
liarities of the Asiatic character, can be expected to see things 
in just the same light as we do ; that they can divest themselves 
of the idea that we have ulterior objects in view, other than those 
of commerce ; or that we can imagine that we have any desire to 
be of real service to them in a social, moral, or religious seuse. 
Herein, we believe, lic the chief causes of our disputes with 
the Chinese. We have from time to time sent out men who 
havo becn ignorant of their characteristics; who have acted 
despotically whenever called on to decide any important subject, 
and who have accordingly been treated by them as a determined 
enemy. Surely if we are desirous of not being held up as a 
reproach by the nations of the earth, we shall take care that as 
soon as this unhappy struggle is over, the diplomatic and com- 
mercial relations of this country with China will be entrusted 
to men who know better than to quarrel because the name of 
the English Sovereign is not placed on the same line as that of 
the Emperor of China, 
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The letter from Mr. Bruce, dated Shanghai, February 6th, 
the British udt’matum, and the reply of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, is now before us, and keeping the above remarks in view, 
and remembering the policy we have advocated ever since we 
received the news of the fight at the Taku forts, we are anxious 
to interpret these documents with a real desire to place the 
matter before our readers in a proper light. The first para- 
graph of Mr. Bruce’s letter to Lord John Russell leads us to 
belicve that the British Government has at last ‘recognised the 
necessity of exhibiting to the Chinese a calm and decisive 
policy, instead of the domineering tone that has been hitherto 
followed out, for we find that Mr. Bruce received instructions 
to make his demand contingent on the ultimatum being rejected. 
It would appear, however, that Mr. Bruce does not approve of 
this course, but advises stricter measures, adducing as an incen- 
tive that the war party will “strain every nerve to render 
“nugatory the stipulations destined to facilitate intercourse 
“ with this country.” We confess we cannot see the force of 
this argument, for it is admitted on all sides that the Chinese 
are fully alive to the immense pecuniary advantages arising 
from their commercial relations with this country, and however 
strong or energetic the “war party” may be, we do not for one 
moment believe that they would commit themselves to a policy 
that would materially injure that trade. And here it is neces- 
sary to make one comment on a prominent point in this letter. 
We believe it is a great mistake to attempt to show that our 
interests are identical with those of France. We have, on 
more than one occasion, deprecated this style of argument, and 
we have done so because we will never admit that the French 
have anything like the status in China that we have ourselves. 
Compared to our trade, that of France is a mere flea-bite, and if 
we do not now, we may one day regret that we have allowed 
Louis Napoleon to effect the standing in China that he has 
within the last four or five years, With regard to the verata 
qvestio of a residence for our Ambassador in Peking, which 
would really seem to be a considerable cause of offence to the 
Chinese Government, there seems to be some mistiness in the 
third clause of the ult/matum, and the Chinese certainly appear 
to have the best of it in their reply. It has always been 
understood that the fight at the Taku forts put an end to the 
far-famed Elgin treaty. In that treaty the residential clause 
was inserted, and yet, although it is acknowledged in the 
ultimatum that that treaty is abrogated, the British Govern- 
ment reserves to itsclf the right of putting that clause in force. 
‘To do this we must necessarily carry out a most arbitrary 
policy, for amongst all civilised nations it is only by mutual 
agreement that ambassadors are exchanged, and the Chinese 
reply is certainly most just as set forth in the words “the 
revocation of this compromise now (announced) is even more 
unreasonable than all the other propositions.” We now pass 
on to the last clause of the reply, and omitting any comment on 
the bombardistic verbiage in which it is wrapped, we cannot 
help thinking that the requirements there named are both mode- 
rate and reasonable. The case should be put in a proper light, 
and we should ask ourselves what would be our decision if two 
belligerent nations were to place these documents and facts 
before us, and ask us to become arbiters between the two. 
The decision, we have every reason to believe, would be to 
the one:—Mako an ample apology and pay reasonable de- 
mands for the injury you have committed, and ratify a treaty 
that shall be the basis of future commercial and social inter- 
course. And to the other :—Accept the apology and pay- 
ment, go by way of Peh-tang to ratify and exchange treaties, 
give up the residential clause, and bury the war hatchet for 
ever. 

When we noticed the conduct of Mr. Bruce in our 23rd 
number, wo took occasion to remark that “the ground the 
Chinese will assume will be to the effect that the large force 
which accompanied Mr. Bruce was sufficient to warrant the 
action of the forts, especially as he was requested to proceed 
by another route.” This is precisely the principal argument of 
the reply to the wltinatum ; it brings up the analogy made use 
of by several members in the House of Commons in the earlier 
part of the debate in the present session, of a forcign force 
making its way up the Thames, and the probable action of our 
Government in such a contingency. What is a correct inter- 
pretation of international law in the one case holds good in 
the other. Mr. Bruce's procecdings at the mouth of the Peiho 
are now considered, even by his own supporters, as rash and 


hasty, and on him falls the responsibility of this third contest 
with the Chinese, a

RUSSIA. 
(FROM OUR OWN OORRESPONDENT.) 
Sr. Pererspure, August 1. ' 

We are here in possession of advices from Kiachta to 
May 22, which give an unfavourable account of the state of 
trade and augur no good for the future. The revolutionary 
movement was gaining ground in China, fresh disturbances 
having broken out in several districts, which have a bancful in- 
fluence on the mercantile operations between the two countries, 
The insurgents had obtained the mastery cf some new pro- 
vinces, and were making active preparations to march upon 
Peking, where it was expected they would arrive in another 
fortnight, so that the next mail may bring important intelli- 
gence from that capital. They had succeeded in gaining pos- 
session of Zin-djan, which commands the crossing of the 
Imperial Canal, and had destroyed Wan-djan an important spot 
on the Yellow River, considered as the key between the 
Northern and Southern provinces of China. According to the 
description of this place, as given by the Chinese, they consider 
it as the air-valve on the opening or shutting of which depends 
the life or death of the Northern part of the Celestial Empire. 
At the destruction of Wan-djan, large quantities of tea and 
silk were burned, which had considerably tended to raise the 
prices of those commodities, as the Chinese understand per- 
fectly well the art of profiting by adverse circumstances. It 
is, therefore, no wonder that the Chinese Government in their 
shattered finances had raised the duties, both on exports and 
imports, which tended still more to lame all commercial enter- 
prise. The merchants of Kiachta fear that the supplies of tea 
from Foo-Chow will be cut off, and the trade suffer still further 
embarrassments, 

At Tschita 180 large flat-bottomed boats have been con- 
structed to convey grain down the Amoor, and a large number 
of similar ones at Binkina and at Sretensk for the same pur- 
pose. The inhabitants have discovered the advantages to be 
derived from the navigation of the Amoor, and have built 
vessels capable of loading 1,000 poods, or 20 tons. According 
to the latest accounts 2,000 emigrants were shortly expected 
to arrive at Tschita, which, together with some large speculative 
purchases, had tended to raise materially the price of food. 
There are at present no less than fourteen large commercial 
firms, or companies, established at Tschita for the sole purpose 
of trading on the Amoor. At Nicolajefsk articles of consump- 
tion had considerably risen; the price of fresh meat was 
8 rouble’ per pood, tea 5 roubles per pound, and wheat-flour 
15 roubles per pood. 

The new monster line-of-battle ship, the Zmperor Nicholas 1., 
lately launched from the Admiralty Dockyard in this city, is 
about to be floated down to Cronstadt, where she will be rigged, 
armed, and fitted for service. 


According to the new regulations for trade foreigners are at liberty to 
enter into every commercial guild, equally as subjects of the empire, and 
then to enjoy all commercial rights hitherto appertaining to native subjects. 
(Sections 77 to 107, Commercial Code.) Note.—Jews, subjects of foreign 
countries, distinguished by their social and commercial position, may, by the 
existing regulations, viz., by special authorisation of the Ministers of Finance, 
Interior, and Foreign Affairs, trade and found banking offices by inscribing 
themselves in the first guild. To such Jews, also, the establishment of 
manufactories and the acquisition and hire of landed possessions are allowed 
upon the conditions set forth in this ukase. The habitations and shops of 
foreigners, and all the lands thereto appertaining, are under the protection 
of the existing laws. The searching of them, or the investigation of mercan- 
tile books, can only take place under conditions precisely the s1me as are 
prescribed by the laws in reference to subjects of the same class. Foreigners 
may purchase, and acquue by inheritance, or by gift, or from the crown, 
every description of moveable or immoveable property. 





HOLLAND. 
AmsTeRDAM, August 6. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDERT.) 

Tn one of the last sittings of the second chamber of the 
States General, the member, van Hoevell, in accordance with 
the programme of the Opposition, took the opportunity of 
moving a double interpellation with the consent of the Cham- 
ber. He brought to the recollection of the House his former 
motion which met their approval, that the Government, before 
issuing new regulations for the cultivation of sugar in Java, 
were bound to lay before the legislative body the correspond- 
ence that had been carried on on the subject between the Co- 
lonial Governor-General and the Home Government. He there- 
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fore again moved for the production of this correspondence. 
His second interpellation was to obtain from the Minister for 
the Colonies information as to the truth of the report gene- 
rally circulated that a new sugar contract had been entered into 
with the native chieftain, Pangka, thus affording very extensive 
advantages to a new contractor, to the detriment of others and 
to the projudice of the public interests. The Colonial Minister, 
in reply, denied the righs of the Chamber to insist on the pro- 
duction of the correspondence in question, but said he could 
have no objection to produce it, and would lay it on the table 
at the next sitting. With regard to the much-talked-of Pangka 
affair, it was perfectly true that a contract had been entered, but 
so far from its being prejudicial to the public interests, he main- 
tained the conditions were exceedingly favourable for the 
country. 


By Royal Decree, No. 60, dated 28th July, the King has ; 


ordered the Dutch screw steam corvette Larlemmer Meer to 
be commissioned at Flushing for service in the East Indies. 
Lieut. P. Koning, R.N., is appointed to the command. 

The Netherlands Trading Company, having advertised for 
sale by sealed tenders on the 28th ult. 500,000 Ibs. of old 
copper coins returned from India, with a guarantee that they 
will bring no more copper into the market within three months 
from the date of sale, numerous tenders were received, and the 
contract was awarded to Messrs. L. J. Enthoven and Co., at the 
very high figure of forty-nine florins per fifty kilogrammes., 

In consequence of the melancholy intelligence received from 
the Levant of the massacre of the Christians, and the brutal 
murder of the Dutch Consul at Damascus, a squadron consist- 
ing of the Vice-Admiral Wassenaer, the Zealand and the Evertson, 
under the command of Commodore H. Wipff, have been sent 
to the coast of Syria to co-operate with the expeditions sent by 
other countrics to restore peace and prevent any further attack 
on the Christians, as well as to obtain satisfaction for the stain 
thrown on the Dutch flag. The sailing transport Leldin has 
also been despatched from Nieuwe Deep to Malta and Beyrout, 
to supply the squadron with ammunition and live stock. 

No further embarcations of troops to India have taken place 
since my last, and it appears not to be in contemplation to send 
any more for the presont, as the latest batches of recruits 
arrived at the East India Depdt at Harderwyk have been pro- 
visionally incorporated with the 5th Regiment of Infantry, in 
garrison at Leyden. 

Messrs. W. O. Arntzenius and J. H. Minton, having credit- 
ably passed their examination in mining, have reccived ap- 
pointments as Mining Engineers in Netherlands, India.

SPAIN. 

The following circular has been scnt by the Spanish Govern- 
ment to their Consuls abroad :— 

“Her Majesty's Government have had their attention drawn to the 
abuses committed by many foreign vessels in bringing to the Island of Jolo 
a large quantity of munitions of war and other prohibited articles, in con- 
travention of the Custom-house regulations in force in the Philippine Islands, 
For this reason the Government of the Queen of Spain wish it to be gene- 
rally known that no other ports but those of Manila, Sual, Iloilo, and Zam- 
boango are open to foreign commerce, and that foreign vessels are not per- 
mitted to trade with Jolo and the surrounding islands that form part of the 

+ Archipelago of the Philippines in conformity with the stipulations contained 
in the Treaty of the 30th April, 1851.” 


UNITED STATES, 
New York, July 28. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

One of the last acts of the Japanese embassy was to give 
$20,000 to the police in acknowledgment of “ their efficiency ” 
in protecting the donors from the intrusion of the public. 

The New Yorkers are summing up the cost of the, entertain- 
ment of the Japanese with some dismay. The Herald says :— 
“The committee are really ashamed to make the accounts public 
until they are compelled to do so, and refuse to show them to 
any one. At the mecting which they held on Friday evening, it 
is said that bills were presented amounting to $125,000, which 
they managed to cut down to $109,000. The Metropolitan 
Hotel bill is $91,000—pretty good for two weeks’ board for 
Beventy Japanese, who, when at home, live chiefly on rice at a 
cost of less than a dime aday. Among tho items are 10,000 
bottles of champagne.”

HOUSE OF LORDS. 

Coast or Arnica, &0., Act AMENDMENT BrLL.—(July 30.) Earl Gran- 
VILLE m ved that the Honse go into committee on this Bill pro forma, in 
order that it might be r-printed with amendments. The Karl of Denny 
hoped that the Bill would be rendered mere intelligible. After a few words 
fron Earl Powts, the Earl of ExtixBorovan said the history of this short 
Bill illustrated the manner in which business was conducted, perh ps un- 
avoidatily, at the end of the Session. This mesure, to which there hai 
been 8» much objection, did not apparently originate with any member of 
her Majesty's Government, but with an undei-secretary in the Colonial De- 
partment, who had thought it expedient to i:sert a provi-ion by which it 
was possible for her Majesty to put under any law which she pleased the 
whole of British India, with all its dependencies, with the single exception 
of one place, The Iill seemed to have been put into the hands of the noble 
earl opposite without a word of explanation, He had the curiosity to in- 
quire how many white faces there were in the island of Labuan, and found 
the number was tiirty-one, includ ng the governor and commander-in~ hief, 
the deputy-governor, and the treasurer; and what was rather remarkable 
was that for this very small congregation there was a bishop. (A laugh.) 
It was said that communications were going on fur the transfer of Singapore 
from the Indian Government to the Colonial-ollice. Singapore was very 
remote from the Colonial-oftice avd very near to India, and it was practically 
much more convenient that if any difficulty occurred in that colony it should 
be able to have recourse for assistance to an authority that was pretty 
close at hand. This was much more important ae a military than as a com- 
mercial question. If we were compelled to send a military force to China, 
the greateet portion of that torce must proceed from India, and take Singa- 
pore in their way, and Singapore must be their depot for supplies. Fuere 
would, therefore, b- an obvious advantage in the place being under the same 
authority as that which cent out the troops, When he had himself to send 
an expedition to China, Sir George Bonhim, a very able mun, was at 
Singapore, and not a single ship had to wait an hour for supplies. If, how- 
ever, Singapore were transferred to the Colonial-office, consid-rable delays 
might in such cases arise. The Bill then went through committee pro /oritite 
(Aug. 2.) The Bill as amended passed through committee, 
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HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Tne Inpran Army.—(26.) On the order for going into committee on 
this Bill, Mr. Hexnessy moved that it be an instruction to the committee 
that the half of all vacancies to be filled up in the ranks of the European 
commissioned officers of her Majesty's line or local troops serving in India 
be allotted to the sons or orphans of officers, line or local, or the sons or 
orphans of her Majesty's civil service in India, who have served in India, 
and who shall have passed the prescribed examination, and that the remaii 
ing vacancies be filled up by open competitin, the successful competitors 
to pass through one of the royal military colleges, The motion was opposed 
by Mr, Sipvey Hennert, and after some discussion negatived. ° Sir J. 
ELPHixstone moved that it be an instruction to the committee that they 
have power to make provision for the future regulation, discipline, and pa- 
tronage of the European forces serving in India. Sir de Lacy Evans, tir 
M. Farquhar, and Mr. Roebuck having addressed the Honse, Lord Palmer- 
ston, referring to the length at which the discussion had been carried on, 
expressed his readiness to sit till Christmas in order to pass this Bill. Mr. 
Horsman assured the noble lord that he would not be able to joke away 
the opposition to the Bill. Mr. Milnes, Mr. J. B. Smith and Colonel Sykes 
also spoke in opposition to the Bill—(27.) Mr. Rornvcx, ina speech of 
some length, opposed the Hill, and was replied to by Lord J. Russeun. 
After some remarks in support of the Bill from Colonel Dickson, the “ in- 
struction,” moved by Sir J. Exruixstowg, was negatived without a di 
Mr, Mityes moved another ‘‘instruction,” with the view of vesting all mili- 
tary appointments, other than staif appointm-nts, in India in the Governor- 
General and his Council.—(30.) Mr. H. Szraour, in a brief specch, 
seconded the motion made by Mr. Milnes. It was supported by Colonel 
Syxxs, and opposed by Mr. Ric and Sir C. Woop, and was ultimate'y 
negatived. A motion made by Sir J. Feravsson, “ That it is inexpedient to 
proceed further with legislation respecting the European troops in India 
until the whole plan of the Government for the regulation of the military 
force of that country shall have been submitted to the consideration of Par- 
liament,” was negatived upon a division by 88 to 50. After some discus- 
sion on a motion for adjournment, in which Sir I. Willoughby, Lord Pal- 
merston, Lord C, Hamilton, Mr. Vansittart, Colonel Herbert and other mem- 
bers took part, the House went into committee on the Bill, when Mr. Hex- 
LEY moved to insert the following proviso at the end of clause I:—‘ Pro- 
vided that the same or equal provision made for the sons of persons who 
have served in India, and the advantages as to pay, pensions, and allow- 
ances, privileges, premotinn, and otherwise, secured to the wilitary forces 
of the East India Company by the Act of the 2lstand 22nd years of the 
Queen, cap. 106, shall be maintained in any plan for the reorganisation of 
the Indian Army.” The clause, as amended, was agreed to, and the Bi!l, 
which consists of one clause orly, passed through commiitee, (7). On the 
order of the day for the third riading of the Bill, Mr. Donson opposed it 
on the ground that India would run great risk of being denuded of troops 
altogether. Mr, Vansittart, Sir H, Willoughby, Sir I. Coleb:ooke, Sir J. 
Elphinstone, Mr. J. B, Smith, Sir De Lacy Evans, and Sir H. Verney, re- 
newed their opp-sition to the Bill. Mr. Horsman repented the arguments 
by which he had in previous stages sought to persuade the house to reject the 
Bill, He cited the authority of many Governors-general and other high 
officials and officers of great experionce in Indian nftairs, who had expressed 
their disapproval of the proposition for deitroying the local army in India, 
After a few remarks by Sir M. Farquhar and Mr. Hadfield, and some obser- 
vations, in reply, from Sir C, Wood, the Bi'l was read a thd time and 
pasced.

OUR POLICY TOWARDS CHINA. 
Times, 


‘es and armaments of England and France 
jown spot where, cig!teen months ago, Lord 
Elgin and Baron Gros were deliberating upon the best means of obtaining a 
treaty with China. In that same yellow, shallow sea, scarecly in sight of 
the low Dutch-looking coat, yet with only a few inches of water uuter their 
keels, English and French men-of-war are ence again gathered together. 
Some of them must e teen there a considerable time, for the corres- 
pondence of the Mouiterr tells us that the Lay ‘de, the Jura, and the Rhone 
left Shanghai for the Gulf of Pecheli on the 31st of , and the informa- 
tion which reached Shanzhai on the 23rd of Jine gives the: ames of forty- 
nch vessels of war as being then ‘at the North. 
‘As Sit Hope Grant and Admiral Hope were to leave Shanghai for the 
Northern rendezvons on the 18th of June, and as so largea force had already 
preceded them, we may fairly conclude that on the first of July there was a 
force assembled in the gulf which was fully equal to every requisition which 
Baron Gros and Lord Elgin night make. There can be no dispute upon the 
score of promptitude this time. This time, at least, the men of war will 
have to wait for the men of peace. Of course, there will be delays in the 
transp:rt service ; but on the Ist of July there was quite as much force in 
the gulf as could be put to any good service. The dip'omatists probably 
arrived at the general rendezv-us ab-ut the first or second week in July, 
and we may calculate, therefore, that Lord Elgin has already had for 
one month the services of the very powerful army and navy by wh'ch 
Fe is supported. ITenceforward we must expect the mails from China 
with very great interest. We shall now soon learn whether Lord 
Elgin’s instructions b’nd him to action or delay—a matter which, when 
we consider that this expedition is costing us v.ry much more than £10,000 
a-day, is not without its importance even to a country so rich as this. 
Lord Rigin has re:ched China at a time which certainiy ought to be 
yourable to the ensy and specdy attainment of his ‘objects. The 
Chinese Court is, or at lenst ought to be, in deep humiliation. The rot- 





& By this time the Plenipotent's 
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tenness of the Imperial Government is now bursting forth and threatening 
dissolution, The great Imperial pedant, with his circling councillors, can 
no longer discharge the humblest and most commonplace functions of « 
ruler—he can no longer even make semblance of defending the lives and 
property of his subjects from open violence. Embezzlement has attained 
euch a head that no money at all reaches the public service for which it is 
issued, It used to be lesened, now it is absorbed. There always were in 
China, from time immemorial, brigands calling themselves rebels, and living 
by pillage upon land and water, Judging them rather by their acts than 
their professions, the Western Powers have dealt with them as pirates when 
they have met with them at sea, and have purged the ocean of them. On 
land, however, they are flourishing incomplete impunity. They have passed 
from city to city, devouring and destroying, leaving only ruin and death 
behind them, and rather directed and diverted than ever effectually stayed. 
by the Imperial troops, These Imperial armies were paid from the duties 
collected at the foreign ports, and principally from those collected at Shang- 
hai. Now, however, it appears that these funds have ceased to go to their 
accustomed purpose. The Imperial soldiers have been left without their 
pay. Any one who knows the character of the Chinese soldier knows 
what the immediate consequence of this was. They did not grumble or * 
mutiny—they quietly passed over to the rebels, and increased the bands of 
depredators. They were always upon very good terms. Some years ago, 
when the Imperialists were besieging the rebels who held possession of 
the Chin se city of Sbanghai (not the European settlement), the city 
and the garrison ran short of food, and the besiegers were naturally short of 
cash. So there was a market held every day at the foot of the walls by means 
of pulleys and baskets, The Imperialists, having the country opert behind 
them, ravaged it, and, collecting everything which a Chinaman considers 
esculent, brought it to the foot of the walls for sale ; the garrison, having at 
their command the bankers’ shops inside the city, plunder them day by day 
of that copper cash which is too ponderous to be called currency, and lowered - 
it down to the needy Imperialists. Thus the siege went on, with no other 
effect than that the open country was eaten up inside the city, and the 
bankers’ hoards were dispersed outside t!ecity. A very similar proccas has 
taken place in every large city of China, with the sole exception of Peking. 
Shanghai escaped a sack hecause the English and French were near, but in - 
other cases, whenever this game has been played sufficiently, and all the 
ready cash Fas been drained, the rebels make their assault and finish up 
the place with fire and sword. Nankin, the ancient capital, has been for 
eight years in the bands of these brigands, and it is the only city they 
have cared to retain after they had depeopled and burnt its homesteads, ° 
Hankow, the great emporium of the empire—Liverpool and Manchester, 
and Leeds and Nottingham, and all their eurroundings rolled up into 
one—Hankow, which was a province of houses divided into four quar- 
ters by the confluence of two mighty rivers—Hankow, which with 
its dependent towns numbered eight millions of souls, has been five 
times taken and plundered, and some of its suburbs were so utterly 
destroyed that Captain Sherard Osborn’s sailors flushed pheasants amon; 
the ruins of the habitations, In those days there was an Imperi 
army. Now, however, the banditti walk up and down the land without 
even the semblaice of opposition. Cities which were held sacred by con~ 
querors in all times have now fallen. Hangehow was toa Chinaman what 
Grenada was toan exiled Moor; there was the same fond idea that Heaven 
hung just above it, What is more practically important in British 
and French eyes, it was the metropolis of the silk districts. Hangchow, 
with its riches, its antiquities, its yamuns, its vast temples, and its silk 
looms, has disappeared like a green field under a swarm of locusts. Soo- 
chow was to China what Paris is to Europe. Everything ornamental 
came from Soochow. Did a stranger or a native want a drawing, & 
screen, a fan, a picce of en broidery, an article of furniture? He must 
wait till it could be got from Soochow. This great city, within easy 
water communication of Shanghai, was the object of admiration to all 
the Europeans of that community, and proud is the man who has succeeded 
in snuggling himself into S-ochow. The last telegram tells us that this city 
also has goue. What civilization there was in China is being burnt out and 
trampled out. ‘Ihe industrious emmets will rear their hovels again, and 
when the rebels have departed those who survive—for they cannot kill all— 
will till the earth, and eat, and live; but the arts of civilization will not 
grow again, ‘This is the Government to which Lord Elgin now goes, comt- 
missioned to deal tenderly with it, and to dono act which can weaken it. 
Some people in China, and some in England, say that these daily slaughters 
of tens of thousands of human creatures call for our interference in favour 
of the Government, and that we should support it in-tend of coercing it at 
such a moment, We do hope that this, at least, is not in Lord Elgin’ in 
structions. The Tartar is now very sick. Russia sits by his bedside and 
awaits the last extremity, He is much more sick than the Turk was, and 
that Tartar never was a friend of ours, It would cost us much more to keep 
him alive than it has cost us to keep the Turk alive, and the task is much 
more hopeless. ‘here are in the shrewd, common-sense character of the 
Chinese some of the elements of alf-government, In their guilds and their 
municipalities they govern themselves, and govern themselves well. The 
Cotton Guild of Canton has, according to the last veracious story from 
Hong Kong, offered bet of 80,000 dollars that the French and 
English will again be repulsed from the Taku forte. That guild 
is quite capable of coming forward with ten times that eum for any 
purpose it might think desirable, aud is in itself a proof that Chinamen are 
capable of governing themselves, But these guilds ean do nothing so long 
as the present Imperial system preeses upon them. If the progress o! 
our expedition to Peking should have the effect of breaking up that Impe- 
rial system, it will effect a greater good to humanity than even if it 
enabled it to put down the innumerable swarms of banditti which it has 
created, It will be a scandal to humanity if, in the face of the facts before 
us, the pelicy of this empire should be diverted from the yursuit of our own 
plain rights and interests in order to sustain & despotism go faithless, und #0 
feeble, and so dreadful in its effects as this. It would be at once humane 
and politic that the nations of the West should maintain the police of the 
Yangtze; but it is plain that neither humanity, nor policy, nor ¢ vilisation 
can have any interest in preserving a form of government, which is habitus 
ally co-existent with similar horrors to those which are now devastating suo 
cessively every city of China, 
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THE SPANISH AND CHINESE OOOLIE TRADE, 
Times. 

Among the mishaps incident to this period of the session is the with- 
drawal of Mr. Buxton’s motion for coercing Spain into a suppression of the 
slave trade from Africa te Cuba. If the s'ave trade does not flourish to as 

t an extent as it ever did, we fear we must not attribute that fact to our 
exertions. If America wanted slaves, we may depend upon it she would 
have them, and she would not be Jong in discovering that there is no real 
distinction between buying a slave from his captor on the coast of Africa and 
buying one from his breeder in the State of Kentucky to import him into 
Louisiana. But the fact is that, notwithstanding the noisy threats of some 
of the press in the Slaveholding States, America does not want the Slave 
Trade. She fin-ls it answer better to breed her own slaves. than to import 
savages. Virginia and Kentucky breed, and Alabama and Loaisiana buy. 
‘This system answers their purpose much better than catching and transport- 
jog wild negroes, and under its operation the United States bave in forty 
years increased their slave population from a million and a half to three 
millions and a quarter. It is not the interest of the United States to re- 
vive the slave trade, If it were, that trade would go on in epite of any- 
thing we could do t> stop it, Times have somewhat changed since England 
‘was sole mistress of the seas, and since France and Spain were the only two 
maritime Powers who could hope to kecp the seas againat her, even they 
only uniting to be annihilated. A Power is responsible for crimes only 80 
long as it has the means of preventing them. That is not now our case. 
Although we keep up the ancient form of suppression, we have dropped 
every pretence of effective jurisdiction over the acts of other nations, What 
we are doing agcravates the horrors and increases the profits of this trade ; it 
does not suppress it, We say these things not to slacken the zeal of those 
who continue with hereditary energy to urge this good cause, but to account 
for Mr. Buxton’s attempt to reagitate this question, and to explain that it is 
through no shortcomings of ours these things have happened. Spain is, it 
seems, the only country which now finds her account in an active encourage- 
ment of this traffic. She imports her slaves from Africa to Cuba, thereby 
breaking her engagements with this country, and depriving us of the only 
advantage we bargained for in retvrn for £400,000 advanced. Mr. Buxton 
now urges our Government to punish ber by demanding a return of the 
£400,000, and by suspending diplomatic relations with her until tho treati 8 
are fully carried out. It is to put down the slave trade by putting it in 
competition with free labour, Cuba, with its productive power, would be a 
paradise to a colony of Chinamen, and you might draw them over in a con- 
tinuous stream if you would give them security for good treatment on the 
Voyage, good wages on the island, and full fac:lity to return to their own 
lend. ‘The Cuba planter might get Chinese Inbour cheaper than he now gets 
slave Inbour, and eave himself the expenditure of capital which now goes to 
buy the black man. The Chinese Government, always hitherto adverse to 
emigration, and casting every obstacle in its way, are now beginn'ng to open 
their eyes to the advantage of easing the pressure of population in tho-e 
crowded provinces upon their south-eastern coast. Unfortunately, the 
crimping and kidnapping scenes, and the tragedies upon the high seas with 
which they have been followed, have operated to deter this cautious and 
sensible people from being easily induced to embark in an emi,rant-sbip. 
‘We ourselves have vainly appealed to Mr, Buxton’s friends to turn their at- 
tention to this White Slave Trade as an evil capa’ le of practical suppression, 
and an enterprise upon which their energies would not be wasted. If, how- 
ever, their sympathies are s0 jealously confined to slaves whose skins are 
black that they are incapable of feeling for a Mongolian stifling in the hold 
of a slave-ship, we ask them to look at this subject in their own peculiar 
point of view, and we think they will arrive at the conclusion that, instead 
of vain attempts to coerce Spain, the mest effec ive means of extingvishing 
the Black Slave Trade will be first to abolish the White Slave Trade. A. 
hundred English cruisers will not be half so effective as a hundred emigrant- 
sbips from China, and a quatrel with Spain will not be nearly 60 useful as a 
competition against the slaver. ‘The remedy fur the evil which Mr, Buxton 
sees is to meet the slave-dealer in the Cuba labour-market and undersell him 
by the labour of free Chinese emigrants,

The “Correspondence respecting Emigra‘ion from Canton,” which has 
just been printed by order of Parliament, and which closes with a despatch 
from Lord John Russell to Earl Cowley, will be read with the interest due 
to the subject, and to the prospect of final success in superseding the African 
Slave Trade by the free emigration of Chinese with theirjfamilics, held out 
by our Foreign Minister as reali-able, if European and American Govern- 
ments will co-operate in good faith for its realisation. ‘There is the difficulty. 
Faith and good faith are both pre-requisite to the success of any scheme for 
perseding slave by free labour in tropical climates, and in those products— 
principally cotton and sugar—for which the demand of all commercial coun- 
tries continues rapidly progres ‘That is tie strong ground of the Ameri- 
qn cotton-growing and slave-owning interest. They tell England and 
France—as Mr. William Beach Lawrence, of Rhode Island, Un ted States, 
told the latter ina pamphlet, entitled “L’Industrie Francai-e ct I'Esclavage 
des Negres aux Etats Unis” —"It would be industrial ruin to you to lack 
our supplies of cotton, and it is a climatical and social necessity to ux to pro- 
duce those supplies by slave-labour.” There is really no answering this 
argument ad me:catoxem, while the facts stated snbsist. Lord Jolin Kussell 
shows his sense of this in the following passage of his despatch above cited : 
— No doubt the difficulties of suppressing the slave trade atise mainly from 
the demand which exists in Cuba and similar countries for labourers 
suited to a hot climate ; and if this demand could be lawfully supplied, the 
incentives to engage in an illegal traffic in African labourers would be greatly 
diminished, and the price of a slave might be enhanced far beyond that of a 
Hise labourer.” Mr. Lawrence eaid very truly that the abolition of slavery 
m the English and French West Indian Colonies had not drawn after it con- 
@equences 80 widely affecting commerce or manufac:ures as must follow from a 
timilar proceeding in the United States,“ The sugars of Jamaica and Mar- 
Enique are not a product of which those islands have the monopoly, and the 
osees resulting from these experiments have fallen on the planters themselves, 
and have turned to the sole profit of Brazil and Cuba.” ‘Thus by a curious 
incidental consequence of the abolition of slavery by England and France, 
alave-labour has received a fresh stimulus in Cuba, and the contraband trade 
in men from Africa a fresh reinforcement of motive. 

















OUR NATIONAL DEFENCES, 

Mr. Brrawt has made a great speech. Those who read it 
in tho newspapers will not fail to remark the “Hear, 
hear,” “Laughter,” and “Cheers,” so freely interspersed ; 
but they will, nevertheless, have only a faint notion of 
the efiect the orator produces in the House of Commons. 
If an unfortunate member rises with Mr. Bright he finds 
in a moment that it is best to “give way.” Monourable 
members like to be amused, and no one can amuse them 
better than the member for Birmingham. His success in tho 
“Fortification ” debate was even greater than usual. Every one 
was abused who presumed to entertain a contrary opinion to 
that of Mr. John Bright. He abused military men for knowing 
anything of the army—he abused nautical men for their know- 
ledge of the navy—he abused the Defence Commissioners for 
collecting evidence on which to base their conclusions, and he 
abused their report because it was in accordance with the evi- 
dence they had collected—he abused Lord John Russell (a 
month ago his “own familiar friend whom he trusted") for pre- 
suming to know aught of foreign policy, and he abuscd Lord 
Palmerston for promulgating the opinions of those whom he 
himself claims especially to represent the vast majority of his 
countrymen, And yet, after all the abuse, and all tho 
“laughter,” and all the “cheers,” Mr. Bright found himself, 
in a house containing 307 members, at the head of a miserable 
minority of thirty-nine. The House of Commons thought as 
the country thinks, that the stern truths told by Lord Palmer- 
ston, in the statesmanliko speech with which he opened this 
question, are not to be set aside at the arrogant dictation of a 
clique whose forcign policy (if, indeed, “policy” it can be 
called) has been proved over and over again to be 
impracticable and absurd. Mr. James White made his 
maiden speech as member for Brighton in support of the 
views of Mr. Bright, and was rather unfortunate in cliciting 
one of the Prime Minister's best jokes. Indeed, Lord Pal- 
merston was throughout in his happiest vein ; the anccdote of 
Sir C. Napier's taking the fort at Valencia was in its way as 
great a success as his “retort courteous” upon Mr. White: 
After two evening’s debate the Government proposal to expend 
£2,000,000 upon fortifications within the next twelve months 
has received tho sanction of the House of Commons. The 
country is thus committed to the commencement of works 
which will doubtless cost, in order to their completion, at least 
four times that amount. Now, although we are not anxious to 
enlarge our national debt—and, like our neighbours, we wince 
at taxation—we have not one word to say against the vote. On 
its military aspect we propose not now to dwell, but we would 
add our hope that the expenditure will lead to fewer “jobs” 
than usually accompany these Government schemes. We can- 
not forgot that Lord Palmerston has never been an “ alarmist,” 
nor has he becn distinguished for hostility to the Emperor of 
the French, but (as his Imperial Majesty says) ke knows himy 
and when, as the leading and responsible minister of this coun- 
try, he emphatically tells us that he deems this expenditure ab- 
solutely necessary, our reply is, “Two, or ten, or twenty 
millions are as dust in the balance compared with our security 
our happiness, and our honour. 





Paesstan Mrsston ro Cutxa, &c.—/ have been received that 
Count Eulenburg and the other members of the Prussian emb: to China 
and Japan were seen in the Red Sea, and expected to arrive at Singapore 
by the 1st of August. The Prussian transport £ie, one of the ships he- 
longing to the ex;edition, was spoken on the 4th of June, in 16 deg., 1 min. 
8. L., and 32 deg., 44 min. W. L, The Government have further received 
intelligence of the frigate Thetis, 42, Commodore Sundeswall, which vessel 
passed the Equator for the first time—at least since she has belonged to 
Prussia—on the 28th of April last. The ancient ceremony of Neptune 
coming on board anil shaving all those who had never crossed the line before 
was duly performed with all the usaa! mummery and indulgence, without 
relaxing the discipline of the navy, to the great amusement and edification 
of the ship’s company. From Rio de Jancito we learn that the Prussian 
frigates Ancona and Z'ielis sailed from that port early in June on a scientific 
expedition to China and Japan, calling at the Cape. 

Troops FOR INp1A.—In addition to the reinforcements that have recently 
embarked for Madras, Bombay, ond Calcutta, numbering, in the aggregate, 
nearly 5,00 cavalry and infantry of all ranks, orders have been received 
at Chatham garrison directing 460 non-commissioned officers and men of the

THE KING OF BURMAH AND THE QUEEN OF 
ENGLAND. 
COMMERCE WITH WESTERN CHINA. 

Atavyc-B’Av RA the Conqueror, founder of the independence 
of Burmah and of its present dynasty, great- great-grandsire of 
his present Majesty King Mendoon-Men, ninth king in success 
sion from Alaung-b'hu-ra, wishing to establish direct relations 
between himsclf and our King George IL, addressed a letter to 
his Majesty in 1757, written on a shcet of the purest gold, en- 
riched with the very fincst rubies. The truly royal letter was 
entrusted to an Englishman named Dyer to convey from Ran- 
goon to the British monarch, but it never reached its destina- 
tion; nor has the manner of its disposal ever become known. 
Its non-delivery may have been caused by the vicissitudes of a 
voyage at that time between Rangoon and England, by the 
@eath of Mr. Dyer before reaching our shore, or by the decease 
of George II. in 1760 before he arrived; while the death of 
Alaung-b’hu-ra in the early part of the same year may have 
caused no inquiries after the letter to have been made by the 
Court of Burmah. The historical incident regarding a Burman 
Sovereign is thus alluded to in a pamphlet before us advocating 
the establishment of intimate friendly relations between 
our Court and that of the “Golden Throne.” “But, alas ! that 
“ letter of gold and rubies never reached its destination, or the 
“ direct intercourse which the King Alompra (Alaung-’bhu-ra) 
“ and his royal successors have ever desired with the Sovereign 
“of England might, happily, have been at that period estab- 
“lished, and Western China opened to our trade.” 

That Alaung-b’hu-ra had every right to consider himself the 
sovereign equal of the King of England must be admitted from 
the style adopted by English Governors of the period in India, 
in addressing his predecessors on the Burman throne; one of 
which Governors commenced a letter to the Burman Sovercign, 
Mara-Wara, in these terms :— 

“To his Iupraran Magesry, who blesseth the noble city of Ava (the 
then enpital of Burmah] with his presence, Emperor of Emperors, 
and excelling the Kings of the East and West in glory and honour ; 
the clear firmament of v'riue, the fountain of justice, the perfection 
of wisdom, the lord of charity, and protector of the distressed ; the 
the first mover in the sphere of greatness, ever wise in council, vic- 
torious in war ; who feareth none, and is feared by all; centre of 
the treasures of the earth and of the sea ; lord proprietor of gold and 
silver, of rubies, of amber, and of all precious jews favoured by 
heaven, and honoured by men; whose brightness shines through the 
world as the light of the sun, and whose great name will be pre- 
‘erved in perpetual memory ; GREETING: 



































‘The fame of so glorious an Rmperor, the lord of power and riches, 
being spread through the whole earth, all nations resort to view the splen- 
dour of your greatness ; and, with your Majesty's subjects, to partake of the 
blessings which Almighty God has bestowed on your empire abore all 
others; which I pray may ever continue,’ &c. &c, &c. 

We now publish these incidents of early intercoursc between 
England and Burmah, because the present excellent occupier of 
the “Golden Throne,” King Mendoon-Men, has very recently 
resumed the effort made by his illustrious progenitor and pre- 
decessor to establish friendly intercourse with the British 
Sovereign, independent of the Governor-general of India and 
his War-Council, as the Burman Court considers the governing 
Council of British India to be. His Majesty has embraced the 
opportunity of the return to England of Mr. Thomas Spears, 9 
British merchant long resident at his capital, to send a “ Royal 
Letter” to Queen Victoria, And as this interesting document, 
whether written on gold adorned with rubies or on less worthy 
material, will not have, while in Mr. Spears’ charge, the fate of 
Alaung-bhu-ra’s letter to King George IL, we anxiously hope 
that it will equally escape the perils of the costly pigeon-holes of 
Downing Strect, be promptly presented to her Majesty, and 
receive from her right royal hand, irrespective of ministerial 
routine and circumlocution, such a frank and gratifying acknow- 
edgment as her Majesty’s heart will naturally prompt—such as 
her subjects the world over have recently had the high gratifi- 
cation to read as written by her to the President of the United 
States of Americaon the subject of “her son” the Prince of Wales’ 
visit to him. 

Mr. Thomas Spears, the bearer of the letter from Amara- 
poora, has resided, with short interruptions, upwards of twenty 
years at that capital, as a merchant ; and has returned to his 
native Scottish home after, we belicve, an absence of thirty 
years from Europe. He is, of course, master of the Burman 
language, and conversant with the customs of its Court. He 
witnessed during his residence at Amarapoora the succession of 
three kings, is much respected by the present Sovereign, who 
considers him almost as his own subject; and he naturally feels in 
return a strong regard for his Majesty, without forgetting that he 
is a subject of Queen Victoria. Thus, he always refrained from 
interfering in Burman politics, or in the intrigues of natives or 
foreigners at the Court of Amarapoora, restricting himself, to 
maintaining honourably the high character of a British mer- 
chant pursuing legitimate commerce in a foreign land. Suck 
an opening as this “Royal Letter” presents will, we trust, 
lead to a correspondence on State matters with Burmah being 
conducted direct between her Majesty’s Sccretary of State for 
Forcign Affairs, and the King of Burmah’s Egga Maha Thina- 
padi Ayé-baing, ic, Minister for Diplomacy, as is desired, in- 
stead of through the Governor-general of India, as heretofore, 
Considering that Lancashire and Yorkshire are now advocating 
direct commercial intercourse with the Western half of China 
from our north-eastern Pegu frontier, and how important it has 
become to our manufacturers of every class to obtain the 
additional supply of raw materials which that large and rich 
moiety of the Chinese empire would then yield them, this 
spontaneous and very laudable approach of the King of 
Burmah to our Queen cannot be too highly estimated. All the 
benefits which the Chambers of Commerce of those two 
industrial counties are now memorializing her Majesty’s 
Ministers for, by means of a direct trade with Western China 
from British Eastern Pegu, may unquestionably be promptly 
realized to them, if our Foreign Secretary—eschewing the 
routine and circumlocution of handing the Burman “Royal 
Letter” over to the India Secretary for reply, to be first sent by 
him out to the Governor-general of India, wherever he may 
happen to be, for consideration ; and from him, perhaps, ta 
Rangoon, to be reported upon by the Commissioner of Pegu— 
avails himself of the opening to establish direct friendly corre- 
spondence between Downing-strect and the Minister of the 
“ Golden Throne.” We recommend some member of our manu- 
facturing districts to move, before the House of Commons 
rises, for a copy of this letter from his Majesty of Burmah to 
our Queen. There are not likely to be in it any State pro- 
posals deserving immolation in the secret waste-paper depart- 
ment of the Foreign Office. Of the production of silk, hemp, 
the Dom Rhssa fibre or Chu Ma (China grass), cotton, and 
other matcrials, in Western China and in the country between 
it and Eastern Pegu, along the proposed route, we shall treat in 
an early following issue. 
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SINGAPORE AND HONG KONG. 


The Times’ special correspondent’s letter from Singapore, dated ‘ 


14th June, has some comments on that island, which will be 
found below. The census of the Island of Singapore taken on 
1st May last, shows a total population of 81,792, of which 2,445 
are Europeans and Eurasians; what tho exact numbers of 
Europeans is is not stated in the return before us, and we take 
it therefore on the authority of Zhe Times correspondent to be 
450, leaving therefore 1,995 to be Eurasians, a gencral term for 
all sorts of half-castes, as Indo-Britons, Indo-Portuguese, and 
Indo-Dutch. The Chinese population amounted to 50,043, of 
which only 3,248 are females, Klings, 11,735, viz., 10,772 males, 
and 963 females ; Malays, 10,888, of which 3,740 are females ; 
the rest is composed of Bengalese, 1,236 ; Burmese and Siamese, 
14; Bugis, 916; Javanese, 3,408 ; Arabs, 117 ; making a total 
of 70,120 males, and 11,672 females, There existed 13 schools, 
70 temples and pagodas ; 13 hotels and taverns ; 570 fishing- 
boats ; 589 hack-carriages; 600 carts, and 1,180 passenger- 
boats ; 26 pawnbrokers ; 87 spirit, and 144 opium licenses— 
as well as 11 toddy taverns. Besides this the islands sur- 
rounding Singapore, and lying within the jurisdiction of the 
Supreme Court of Judicature, or within thirteen miles of the 
main-land, contain a population of about 1,500, possessing as 
estimated 300 fishing-boats ; this would make the population of 
Singapore and its dependencies about 83,300. 

The local press finds great fault as to the manner in which 
the census is taken. It certainly does not give the proportions 
of adults and children, nor the number of the various creeds 
and sects, neither docs it inform us as to the number of children 
visiting the schools, or what are the trades, professions, and 
Occupations of the various inhabitants. The fact is, the taking 
of the census seems to have been left to 3 police inspectors and 
4 serjeants and zemedars of police, instead of being intrusted 
to the charge of one responsible and competent person, 

The revenue, including $36,000 from Quit Rents derived 
from lands, is about $600,000—of which $384,000 from 
opium, $57,600 from spirits, $5,250 from toddy, $14,400 from 
markets, and $96,000 municipal taxes. On three items, 
namely, opium, spirits and markets, the increase on last year’s 
income is $120,000, or a fifth of the whole revenue estimated 
for the current year. 

Hong Kong is a quarter of a century younger than Singapore, 
and first taken possession of in 1841, whenit consisted of only a 
few miserable fishing huts—it was created a British colony on 
July 1, 1843, and numbers now a population of over 90,000. 
The revenue of 1859 amounted to £65,225, or at the Govern- 
ment rate of exchange at 4s. 2d. per dollar, to $313,080. 
Taking the population of Hong Kong in 1859 to be the same 
as at Singapore on 1st May last, say 83,000, it follows that the 
rate of taxation was respectively more than $7 for Singapore 
and less than $4 for Hong Kong per head, a fact on which we 
‘are happy to congratulate our friends round Victoria Peak. 

We may here remark that we generally agree with the 
opinions expressed in the colonial service in Hong Kong by 
the China Mail of 31st May last, “that purely local matters, 
which do not affect imperial interests, should be left to the 
local residents.” Sir John Bowring, in 1855 aud 1856, proposed 
to her Majesty’s Government to introduce the representative 
element into the government of Hong Kong, but that proposal 
was rejected by the Colonial Secretary, Mr. Labouchere—to a 
municipality we should think her Majesty’s Government could 
have no reasonable objections. For one thing Singapore and 
Hong Kong are at par with cach other, and that is the want of 
@ regular supply of fresh water—in both places through the 
neglect of the officials, 

“THE TIMES” SPECIAL CORRESPONDENTS LETTRR FROM STRGAPORE. 

‘When the Government required volunteers for China the 11th Regiment 
‘was the first to come forward. Although a young corps, it had already given 
proof of steadiness and attachment to its colours, particularly at Mooltan, 
when the 62nd and 69th Native regiments mutinied, After a tedious 
‘Voyage they arrived at Singapore abont the middle of May, and were in- 
formed by the Brigadier commanding at the station that the regiment was 
to disembark and proceed no further. Such were the orders received from 
Calcutta, and no explanations were given. 

‘The mail which takes this letter to England will carry a fortnight’s later 
news trom China. According to out last advices there seems little doubt 
that the war is assuming larger proportions, and that the Emperor is prepar- 
ing for a desperate rs sistance. The proposals of the Allies have been rejected 
with scorn, the French receiving the larger dose of Imperial contumely. All 
the troops have left for the North. The Brit'sh Commissariat alone has 
engaged some 80,000 or 90,000 tons of shipping, and so great are its de- 
mands for money that exchange has risen considerably in consequence of the 
large amount of bills drawn upon England, Mr. Gladstone must look to it, 
for the £85,000 voted for the war will be expended before a blow be 
truck, had an interview yesterday with Mr. Whampoa, a well-known 





Ch nese merchant. He speaks English fluently, educates his son at 
Edinburgh, and »eems to have emancipated himself from the trammels and 
prejud ces in which every Chinaman is bound. He says that the Chinese 
population of Singapore take no interest whatever in the war. For his own 
part, without discussing the question of right or wrong, he holds that in the 
interests of China it is most des rable that a decisive blow be struck before 
P-king. The Emperor is in the hands of the war party, inflated beyond 
measure by their success last year at the Taku forts. A disastrous defeat 
would bring them to reason and lay the basis of a sold peace. The story 
goes that the Emperor objects “to the very bad habit you English have got, 
‘When you go to war you always want money. Yon ask me to pay for the 
gunboats you lost. Who is to pay me for my forts which you destroyed at 
Cantn and elsewhere!" Mr, Whampoa’s property on the hill has been 
bought by Government. It is now being cleared, and barracks will at 
once be built for an Kuropean regiment, to be stitioned at Singnpore. A 
few years ago but a fishing village Singap re now boasts of a large and in- 
creasing trade. Its p pulation is thriving and numbers some 80,000 souls, 
of whom 50,000 are Chinamen and 450 Europeans, It has never been 
garrisoned by Queen’s troops, but is evidently the place where a reserve 
should be stationed. In six days a regiment could be forwarded to Hong 
Kong, in twelve to Calcutta, and in three weeks to Australia or New Zea- 
lund. It is by no mewns unhealthy, the temperature ranging from 80 de- 
grees to 90 dezrees, while the Penang Hills, within two days’ voyage, afford 
the climate of England and an excellent sanitarium. 

P.S.—I am happy to say that Lord Klgin has availed himeelf of his 
powers as Ambassador-|ixtraordinary, and has requested the Governor to 
forwa:d the Sikh Regiment to China by the first opportunity, 





Emraration Prom Canton.—We noticed the subject from the “ Blue 
Book” in our last issue, which no doubt has received the full attention of 
the local papers in (hina, In Lord John Russell's despatch to the French 
and American Ministers, he says, in re‘erence to emigration from China :— 
“ These fair prospects will be marred if the various European and American 
governments interested in Chinese emigration do not combine to enforce 
stringent regulations upon those who are engaged in conducting it; and her 
Majesty's Government earnestly hop: that the French government will take 
the necessary mea ures for this purpose. By judiciously promoting the emi- 
grati n from China, and at the same time vigorously repressing the infamous 
traffic in African slaves, the Christian governments of Europe and America 
may confer benefits upon a large portion of the human race, the effects of 
which it would be difficult to exagge ate. 

Tue Pausiriep Arrcnan Despatcurs.—The Newcas'le foreign affairs 
committee have published « pamphlet showing the disgraceful manner in 
which these despatches were mutilated in 1839, which they prove by the 
correct despatches issued after years of efforts by members of Parliament, 
The report eays:—“ The most important part of this correspondence, being 
that which related to the mission of Sir Alexander Burnesto Cabul, in 1887 
and 1838, was declared by Burnes himsel!, as soon as he saw it, to be ‘a 
fraud,’ and after his death his relat ons publiched his despatches with the 
object of proving that they had been garbled. In Asia we have pursued a 
career of lawless agression in the name, not of ‘liberal principles,’ but of 
‘civilisation ;’ and when this pretext has not been sufficient, the necessity 
of counteracting Russia has been put forward. The result has been to turn 
India from a source of wealth into a drain upon our finances, from a secure 
possession into our greatest danger. As our attacks upon Pers‘’a and 
Affghanistan have made the inhabitants of thore countries our enemies, 80 
our annexations and our assaults upon the religion and customs of the inhabi- 
tants of Llindostan hay» made them our enemies, From the Caspian to the 
Indian Ocean we are without friends. In China we have acted the part of 
pirates from the day when the direction of our relations with that country 
came into the hands of the Foreign-office in 1833, and we are now invading 
China in conjunction with France, at the very time when we are called to 
arms to protect ourselve. against a French invasion. It occurs to no one 
that a French force in China is available for India; and that France and 
Russia are united. The history of En_land for the last twenty years is the 
history of the impunity of the authors of the Affghan war, the disasters of 
which did not even teach us the lesson nct to attempt to counteract Russ‘a 
through a dishonest inister. 

A Javanese Femate Coroxy.—Once a Week has the following story : 
At no great distance from Japan the natives had discovered certain islands 
nearly peopled by women, and that they might be said to be Amazons, inas- 
much as they were expert in the use of arms, To thess islands the Japanese 
went annuaily in vessels freighted with merchandise, for exchange with the 
natives, and for some time there had been an interchange of tenderness be- 
tween the Japanese seamen and the ‘air inhabitants of those islands, leading, 
of course, to the result usual in such cases—‘‘et pour eviter entre eux a tout 
inconvenient,” the tollowing rules were laid down :—Directly the Japanese 
vessels arrived at these islands, two messengers landed, for the purpose of 
inf rming the king or queen who ruled over these fair nymphs of their 
arrival, and of the number of men in the vessels. A day was then appointed 
on which tne Japanese, “blue jackets,” were to be allowed to land. On 
that day a bright troop of young ladies, equal in numb:r to the Lotharios 
from Nipon, sallied down to the strand, each carrying a pair of shoes or 
sandals, carefully marked with the name of the proprietress. These sandals 
were then, in sight of the visitors, thrown indiscriminately together upon the 
sands of the sea-shore, and the nymphs again retired. “ Alors !” says the 
good priest, in racy old languace, “les hommes sautant a terre chaussent 
chaucun les premiers soulie:s qu'ils encontrent, et incontinent approchent les 
femmes.” Each of the fair dames of this Kastern Amazonia then claimed 
for her admirer the Japanese sailor who bore her sandals in his hand, All 
remonatrance, chvice, or exchange was out of the question, whether the lady 
was ugly, humptacked, or deformed ; and each Alphonso was fain to be con- 
tent with his fair Imogene—an arbitrary proceeding upon the part of the 
ladies, only to be justified in Amazonia. Great care was taken to register 
the names and residenc-s of all parties, in order that when the Japanese 
ve-sela returned in the fullowing year, the sweet pledges of affection which 
should have been ushered into the world in the meautime might be duly 
presented to their blushing fathers, and that the rule might be carried out of 
allowing the boys to return to Japan whilst the girls were detained with 
their mothers,

The Army and Navy Gasctle calls attention to the want of a scale of 
promotion for cbaplaincies in the service, considering that civilians rise to 
bishoprics, &c. ; : 

His Royal Highness the Duke of Cambridge and Lord Olyde reviewed 
the first battalion of Coldstream Guards. The men composing the battalion 
left the Wellington barracks at a few minutes before ten o'clock, and marched 
up Constitution hill to that portion of Hyde Park in which her Majesty 
reviewed the volunteers a few weeks since. The review, which lasted an 
hour and a quarter, was a most interesting sight, all the evolutions having 
been gone through with the utmost skill. 

The number of new regiments of the line to be added to the army, in 
consequence of the extinction of the local European force in India, will be 
nine altogether, of which, three will be cavalry, and six infantry. In these 
regiments, promotion will not be regulated by the purchase system in opera- 
tion in the rest of the line. It will be more on the old Indian system of 
pure regimental seniority, tempered however by selection, especially in the 
higher ranks. We believe it is not at present contemplated to interfere with 
the organisation of the Bombay and Madras cavalry. 

Captain Blakely last week tried some of his cannon near Liverpool, 
where they were made by Messrs. Fawcett, Preston, and Co, With another 
gun 6} inches in bore and 11 feet long the firing was better than any before. 
At five deg. elevation the enormous range of 2,740 yards was attained with 
a hollow shell weighing only 65 pounds, Mr. Whitworth’s solid 80 pound 
shot only ranges 2,600 yards with this elevation, and Sir William Arm- 
atrong’s only 2,400. 

The particulars of the new fortification scheme have been published. The 
works will be carried on at nine places—Portsmouth, Plymouth, Pembroke, 
the Thames, Medway, and Sheerness, Chatham, Dover, Cork, and Cannock 
Chase. The cost of the whole is est'mated at £4,960,000, including the 
purchase of land. It is cnly, however, intended to ask for £2,000,000 at 
the present time, and this sum includes £350,000 for works already sanc- 
tioned by Parliament, and £150,000 for the purchase of land at Cannock 
Chase. 

‘Mr. Henry Fane Travers, military store service, now at Woolwich, has 
been appointed military store officer in charge of Point de Galle, vice Assis- 
tant Military Storekeeper Fretz, ordered to Colombo. The appointment of 
Assistant Military Storekeeper Munro to that station has been cancelled, 
that officer having already served at Trincomalee, Ceylon. 

An important alteration is about to take place in the police arrangements 
of our naval arsenals and dockyards. The whole of these national establish- 
ments will, it is expected, soon be placed under the supervision of the metro- 
polisan force. 

‘The 2nd battalion 14th Foot will embark at Cork abont the 20th inst., in 
the Robert Lowe and the Boancrges, sailing vessel, for New Zealand. The 
‘2nd battalion is to be augmented to 1,200 men by volunteers from the 65th 
Regiment. 

‘The Commander-in-Chief has proposed a plan, by which in future all 
first appointments to commissions in the Cavalry, Guards, and Infantry, will 
be made from a military college, 

Lieut.-Colonel S. N. Lowder has been appointed to the Chatham division 
of Royal Marines, having been permitted by the Admiralty to exchange 
divisions with Lieut.-Colonel H. Marriott, who has been appointed to 
Woolwich. 

An order has been issued that soldiers are to enlute chaplains, paying 
them the compliment due to their relative rank. 

By the death of Major G. M. Stopford, Royal Engineers, which event 
took place at Brompton Barracks, Chatham, a vacancy has arisen in the 
adjutancy of the Royal Engineers, The deceased officer, who was the son 
of Admiral Stopford, served throughout the whole of the campaign in the 
Crimea, and was present at the battles of Alma, Balaklava, Inkerman, and 
Sebastopol, where he served as aide-decamp to General Sir John Bur- 
goyne., He alsosuperintended the laying down the field electric telegraph 
in the Crimea. Major Stopford was twelve years in the corps of Royal 
Engineers, his commissions bearing date,—sec.nd lieutenant, Oct. 1, 1847; 
first lieutenant, July 14, 1851; captain, Feb, 23, 1856; and major, Sept. 
22,1858. In addition to the Crimean medal, the deceased officer was de- 
corated with the French war medal, the Sardinian medal, the 4th class of the 
Medjidie, and the Turkish medal. 

By the arrival of Captain A. R, Lempriere, R.E., at the Royal Engineer 
establishment, from North America, intelligence has been received of the 
boundary expedition now employed in British’ Columbia, under the com- 
mand of Lieut.-Culonel Hawkins, R,E. The Royal Engineers have mide 
great progress in surveying and planning the boundary between the British 
possessions and the United States, both officers and men exert’ng themselves 
to the utmost in the prosecution of the work. The camp, for the present, 
is at Dallas, in the state of Uregon, but the depot from which the officers 
and men drew their supplies, and which forms the base of their operations, 
is at{Esquimalt, Vancouver,Island. Capt. Lempriere has brought home with 
him some men of the expedition, who have been invalided, and are unfitted 
to continue their surveying duties.

Monetary and Commercial, 


At a meeting of the Mediterranean Extension Telegraph 
Company the report stated that, in order to supply the want of 
direct telegraphic communication between Malta and Corfu, a 
proposal has been submitted to the Government and subse- 
quently accepted to lay down a new line from Corfu to Otranto, 
by which the two islands will be connected via Italy and Sicily. 
As long as the new cable is in working order the Government 
will pay the company the second moiety of the subsidy—viz., 
£3,600, thus renewing the entire payment of £7,200 per 
annum, This will not facilitate the transmission of messages 
to India and China. 

At the meeting of the Ottoman Bank, to be held on the 
29th, a dividend will be recommended at the rate of 8 per cent. 
per annum, free of Income-tax, together with an addition to the 
reserve fund of £15,196, being the profit result of the close of 
the bank’s operation on their Turkish loan account. 

A new department, entitled “the India Department,” is es- 
tablished at the Bank of England, It will take charge of the 
business connected with the various India Government loans, 
which has been removed from the India-office. 

The extraordinary general meeting of the Ceylon Railway 
Company was adjourned until communications should be re 
ceived from the Ceylon Government with respect to the pro- 
positions made by the directors, viz, either that the proprietors 
should be paid off at par, with a release from all liabilities, or 
that the company should prosecute the works on an uniform 
guarantee of 6 per cent. over the wholo vapilal. 

The expediency of a bill to regulate Chinese immigration, 
with, among other provisions, a poll-tax of £10, has been 
aMiucd by 16 to 6 in tha Assembly at Sydney. 

The P. and O. Company havo received advices from Galle 
that the Malabar will be a total loss, as also the cargo. The 
specie will, it is expected, be all saved. 

At the half-yearly meeting of the Bank of Egypt a dividend, 
at the rate of 7 per cent. per annum free of income-tax, was 
carried unanimously. It was stated that the business of the 
bank has been carried on profitably during the past half-year, 
and the rate of exchange, the fluctuations in which last year 
caused the directors some uneasiness, has since been unprece- 
dentedly steady, showing that trade has resumed its usual 
course. 

At ameeting of the creditors of Messrs. Frecland and 
Brothers, who lately failed at Manchester, the report of the 
committee stated that the present firm commenced business 
a year and a half ago, not only without capital, but with a vir- 
tual deficiency of £1,000 ; that they have since been large 
buyers of goods for exportation on a constantly increasing 





'scale, and the private expenditure of the scnior partner has, 


“throughout his mercantile carcer, been ona scale of magni- 
tude totally unwarranted by the state of his affairs.” 

The Lapuan Coat Company have sent out engineers, &¢., by 
the present mail for the purpose of reopening the coal mines at 
Labuan. 

The telegraphic committee have the following report on the 
Red Sca Telegraph Company :— 

With respect to the Red Sea and Indian Telegraph Company, it is stated 
that the company was formed in August, 1858, under the Joint-stock Com- 
panies Act, and incorporated by a special Act of Parliament in July, 1859. 
The present capital is £800,000, in 4,000 shares of £20 each, of which 
£700,000 has been called up. Of this amount £15,000 has been paid for 
concessions, £18,000 for the necessary buildings, &c., for the stations up to 
this t'me, and the remainder expended in the construction and laying of a 
telegraph between Alexandria and Kurrachee. The line being not yet open 
to the public, no account of annual receipts and expenditure can be given, or 
of messages sent. The shareholders have, however, received three pay- 
ments of interest, under an agreement with the Treasury, by which 44 per 
cent. is guaranteed for fifty years on the paid-up capital (not to exceed 
£1,000,000), viz. :—Feb. 11, 1859, £3,065 1%s.; August 11, 1859, 
£8,463 12s. 1d. Feb. 14, 1860, £12,927 6s. 10d. ‘Ihe |:ne consists of 
220 miles of land line between Alexandria and Suez, and 3,048 miles of 
submarine line from Suez to Kurrachee, with five intermediate stations, 
‘The staff to be employed has not been at present fully decided upon. On 
the opening of the line it is proposed to fix the tariff at £4 10s, for a single 
message of thirty words. 

The project noticed some time sinco of running a line of 
large screw steamers to India and China round the Capo is 
likely to receive important support from tho Calcutta commu- 
nity and in a short time a company will be announced, and the 
necessary capital subscribed.
